Three millions of Jews are dying 
of starvation in the war devastated 
areas of Poland, Lithuania, Galicia, 
Palestine and Turkey. 
This is the 
message th at has been sent to local 
Jews by N athan Strauss, the noted 
New York philanthropist and head 
of the Jewish Relief Committee. Mr. 
Strauss stresses the fact th at families 
subsist entirely on the one bucket 
of soup th a t is doled out to them 
each day; th at m others 
hide 
the 
bodies of their dead children in or­ 
der th at they may retain their bread 
cards. 
Aroused by the appeal and touch­ 
ed by the plight of their country­ 
men overseas, local Jews have un­ 
dertaken to raise $5,000 in the Twin 
Cities to be added to the relief fund, 
which has for its national goal the 
sum of $15,(8)0,000. 
One thousand 
dollars of this amount was secured 
within ten minutes, being the sub­ 
scription! of 
Albany and 
Decatur 
Jew ish citizens. 
A canvass is being 
conducted with the view of obtain­ 
ing the rem ainder, and a committee

Dear Mr. Kahn: 
Three million 
of our feMow- 
Jew s are dying of starvation in 
Poland, Lithuania, Galicia, P al­ 
estine and Turkey. 
They cry to 
you for help. 
Their suffering is 
terrible. 
Whole fam ilies are ex­ 
isting on a bucket of soup every 
twenty-four hours, 
which they 
receive only after 
standing 
in 
line for half a 
day. 
Mothers 
.hide the dead 
bodies of 
their 
children in order to retain 
their 
bread cards, while 
the rotting 
corpses spread pestilence. 
Old 
men are spending their last days 
in dark despair. 
It is beyond 
description. 
Help m ust come to 
them at once. 
In this terrible crisis when our 
whole race is threatened 
with 
extinction, I beseech you to call 
a meeting of your fdlow -Jew s 
and organize in your community 
a committee to raise all the funds 
possible for our afflicted people. 
The $10,000,000 which we rais- f 
ed 
last 
year 
throughout 
the 
country is far from 
adequate. 
We m ust raise $15,000,000 this 
yeur if our starving people are 
to be saved. 
Non-Jews everywhere are giv­ 
ing liberally to our cause. 
Will 
you not appeal to them in your 
com munity? I am sure you will 
find thehi eager to help. 
To rescue our stricken people 
we m ust act at 
once. 
Delay 
means death to thousands.

Germans Hope to Hold Present Positions 
Until Autumnal Rains Set In

London, Sept. 10.— Douai, the great Ger­ 
man base in northern France, is being evacuated 
and most of the civilian population is already out, 
it was reported by German war correspondents 
at the front, said a dispatch from Am sterdam to­ 
day.

With the American Army in France, Sept. 10. The 
Belgian army added to the allied blow» today when it 
began an offensive against the Germans and advanced 
to a depth of 2,000 yards, capturing the village of P il- 
kelm, northeast of Ypres. The advance was carried out 
over a front of more than three miles. This extends the 
activities from the Flanders fighting zone towards the 
. or t h Sea. Man\ fortified farm^ and cross roads were 
taken from the Germans. 
In addition to gaining P il- 
kelm, the Belgians gained other high ground. This ma­ 
terially improves the salient. News of the Belgian suc­ 
cess was keenb appreciated along .the British 
fro n t. 
One hundred and forty German prisoners were captured. 
The Belgian movement mav be the first stroke in a 
new move to break the German hold on the North Sea 
coast. 


While both the French and British have gained more ground 
across wide stretches of the battle front, German resistance is 
apparently stiffening along the flanks of the Hindenburg line in 
an effort to prevent the allies from turning this great chain of de­ 
fensive works before autumnal storms put an end to big scale 
operations. 
* 
Both flanks of the Hindenburg line where gains had been 
made by the British and French are under heavy German counter 
attacks. 
1 he Germans have been repulsed everywhere. It is evi- 
d.ent í.°'5evf r lhat. the Germans will be satisfied if they can stem 
i he allied advance belore the whole Hindenburg line is smashed. 
lo the east of the Crozat canal the French are still extending 
their positions toward the southern end of the Hindenburg line, 
in that district the allies have gained 36 miles in 55 days. The 
past 24 hours the allies have made gains at various places on three 
11 onts 
i landers, 1 icurdy and the Aisne-—and are steadily push* 
ing their flanking movements against the Hindenburg line and 
the bastions of St. Quentin, La Fere and l^aon. 
On the Aisne front the Americans have established their new 
lines and from these bases are extending their gains in the direc­ 
tion of Rheims.

THE TERRIBLE PLIGHT OF

The great world war which 
has 
raged for the past four yéars has 
been one of tragedies, not alone for 
the nations involved 
through then- 
own volition but also for those that 
have been drawn into the maelstrom 
by the ruthless acts of despotic rul- 
#rs intent only on victory. 
Belgium, 
a neutral nation, has 
come 
more 
prominently into public 
notice 
i>e- 
cause 
of its geographical 
location, 
ami because it was the first inno­ 
cent bystander to be ground under 
the heel of the German tyrant. 
But 
the plight of the Belgian people is 
no worse than th at of the Jews ot 
Poland, of Lithuania, of Galicia, of 
Palestine and of Turkey. 
The Bel­ 
gians, had their little arm y been able 
to stand the brunt of battle, would 
have had the protection of their own 
J 
ovemment. 
It was not so with the 
ews of the East, who have been 
oppressed by the Turks among whom 
they dwelt, by the conquering 
Hun 
hordes and by the general rank and 
file of the cruel who have no com­ 
passion for the weak. 
The conditions existing among the 
oppressed peoples of the E ast are 
wsll told by Nathan Strauss, 
the 
g reat New York hum anitarian whose 
life work has been the supplying of 
pure milk for the babies of tene­ 
ment-inflicted Gotham. 
In a letter 
to I. J. Kuhn, of Albany, Mr. Strauss 
has stated over his signature, which 
stands 
for 
something 
the 
world 
around, th at three million of his fel­ 
low countrymen are a t the point of 
starvation. 
Gaunt 
hunger 
stalks 
abroad in the war zone. 
Men, wo­ 
men and children are actually starv­ 
ing to death. Families are forced to 
subsist upon one bucket of soup a 
day. 
The dead are hidden away in 
order that their meal tickets may 
serve to keep the feeble flicker of 
life glowing in some emaciated form. 
It is needless to say that the suf­ 
ferings of these people «lo not touch 
the calloused German heart. 
Such 
sufferings bring joy to the cruel and 
inhumun Turk. 
Europe has a load 
of m isery of its own. 
The only land 
to which the starving Jew s can turn 
fo r succor is America, the g reat big 
republic 
where 
hum an 
svm pathy 
tibounds and where men and women 
give for the sheer joy of doing good. 
Already ten million dollars has been 
raised in the United States and sent 
abroad for Jew ish relief. 
This sum, 
however, is now exhausted and an 
additional $15,000,000 m ust be forth­ 
coming to preserve the lives of these 
hapless victims of circum stances be­ 
yond their own control. 
Like all tlie problems of the war, 
th is one comes home to the Twin 
Cities just as to every other com­ 
m unity in the 
entire 
length 
and 
breadth of the land. 
I.ocal Jew s are 
asking for a contribution of $5,000 
from Albany and Decatur and 
have 
given one-fifth the 
amount. 
This 
money is not being solicited in the 
nam e of the Jew ish people, but In 
tile name of 
humanity. 
As 
Mr. 
Strauss himself has well said:

< There never was a better op­ 
portunity for the 
Christian 
to 
prove his practical Christianity

—and never a better one for the 
Jew to prove his broad hum an­ 
ity and devotion to the teachings

At a well attended meeting of the 
Morgan county council of Defense, 
held at the court house last night, 
a number of matters relating to the 
w ar work for the county were dis­ 
cussed, but on most of them definite 
action was 
postponed until the next 
regular meeting next Monday night. 
As to Christmas trade, a matter 
over which the council has jurisdic­ 
tion, given it by the War Industries 
Board, it was the sense of the coun­ 
cil that it is urgently necessary that 
county councils of defense take steps 
to immediately relieve the apprehen­ 
sion on the part of retail merchants 
in their segjpective communities. 
The following 
ruling 
from 
the 
State Council of Defense was given 
to the press for the guidance of mer­ 
chants and the public. 
Supplementary to our general 
letters 
regarding 
“Christmas 
Buying” we beg to advise that 
after insistent efforts 
on 
the 
part of several of the State Coun­ 
cils of Defense the first resolu­ 
tion relating to this subject h: a 
been modified. 
The Council of National D< 
Cense was prompted 
to reatrie.. 
Christmas buying owing to the 
necessity of saving 
labor 
and 
material in the manufacture and 
sale of Christmas gifts and of 
saving transportation and deliv­ 
ery facilities. 
The council was influenced in 
this m atter because of the criti­ 
cal shortage of the national la­ 
bor supply, both skilled and un­ 
skilled, and the imperative need 
of relieving it by drawing men 
from 
less essential industries. 
The shortage today is practical­ 
ly 1,000,000 men each of skilled 
and unskilled labor. 
After further 
consideration, 
however, it is recognised 
that 
the manufacture of goods for 
the coming holiday season 
has 
been 
substantially 
completed 
and a large quantity of the mer­ 
chandise is now in the retailers’ 
hands. 
In -consideration of these facts, 
the Council of National Defense 
requests that Christmas giving 
be limited to useful articles and 
that holiday purchases be spread 
over the months of October, No­ 
vember and December so as to 
relieve transportation 
facilities 
of the country from 
congestion 
during December. 
This suggested restriction in 
Christmas giving shall not apply 
to young children for whom the 
holiday custom 
should 
be pre­ 
served without endangering the 
national interests. 
The large retail merchants of 
the nation have 
agreed to co­ 
operate with the government in 
these suggested 
measures, and 
the present government ruling 
is conditioned upon the loyal and 
thorough spirit 
of co-operation 
on the part of buyers and sell­ 
ers throughout the country. 
The War Industries Board has 
participated 
in the conferences 
on 
the 
subject 
of 
Christmas 
buying and we are authorized by 
it to say that to conserve msn- 
nower Christmas deliveries must 
be restricted and customers in­ 
duced to carry their own pack­ 
ages whenever possible.
